Yeara of Routine Travel to and From 
and In tha Downtown District. 


There are thousands and thousands 


of men In Xew York city whose busi- 
ness ba* been Confined to cjno district 
for twenty yours or more, whose ilnlly 
routine seldom fluctuates, who aie 
punctual In (raveling by a certain 
train every day lu the week, who reach 
their offices, barring tie-ups, at a regu- 
lar hour uml take up their dally grind 
aud hold to it until the'.bour of closing. 


Many of these meu unconsciously get 


to know and make friends of i>coi>lo 
whose names they never learn. They 
become attached to localities In a 
strange sort of way and do not realize 
how strong Is Ihe attachment. Hero 
Is the story of one of them Into whoso 
life there bus come a change through 
moving that startles and surprises 
hint and throws a quaint light upon 
some of the city's people. 


"In the twenty years that I .was 


downtown," the mau said In telling his 
experience, "I was In the habit, weath- 
er permitting, of taking a walk after 
the luncheon hour every dny in some 
street between City Hall and the Bat- 
tery.

began my strolls there were no tun- 
nels under the two rivers. 
In tho 


years that* have, drifted away great 
aridges have been constructed be- 
tween Manhattan aiid Long Island. 
It does not si-em long since I used to 
hear the restless puff of the coal fed 
locomotives of the elevated system, 
yet so'gradually did the old order pass 
that I do not distinctly recall when 
tho present system was Installed.

practically unknown In muuy parts of 
southern 
Austria 
end 
Italy 
and 


throughout the agricultural districts of 
Roumanla. 


It Is said tbat In the village of tho 


Oberstelorniark, not fur from Vicuna, 
bread Is never seen, the staple food 
being sterz, a kind of porridge made 
from ground beech nuts, taken at 
breakfast with fresh or curdled milk, 
at dinner with broth or fried lard and 
with milk again for kupi«r. This dish 
Is also known as helden wnil takes tho 
place of bread not only In the Aus- 
trian dlslrUt named, but In Citrlnthla 
and in. many parbi of the Tyrol. 


lu northern Italy the peasants affect 


a substitute for bread called polenta, 
a porridge made of boiled grain. Po- 
Ichla Is not,' however, allowed to 
"granulate," like Scotch porridge.pf 
like the. Austrian, sterz, but Is boiled 
Into a solid pudding, which Is cut up 
and portioned out'with a string. It Is 
eaten, coM'as often as It Is hot and Is 
In every sense the Italian's dally 
bread.

A variation of polenta called mama- 


llga Is said to be the favorite food of 
the poorer classes In Uoumanla. Ma- 
nialiga is like polenta In that It is 
made of boiled grain, but It Is unlike 
the latter in one important respect— 
tlte grains arc not allowed to settle 
Into a solid mass, but, are, kept dis- 
tinct, after the fashion of oatmeal 
porridge.—New York Herald.,

Thi W§y to Bring Down an Overhead- 


Incoming Bird. 


Oae of the cardinal rules of the old 


time shooting school ciutloned Ihu 
gunuer against over laying to atop au 
overhead lucoiiilug bird, but (0 wait 
until It had passed by and to the rear 
and then lake chances on «'hat la un- 
doubtedly the harder shot of the two. 


It Is surprisingly how dllllcult It la 


for some sportsmen to successfully 
BCOrtf on their 'Incoming-birds. 
Many 


who can seemingly cope with game In 
any other mode of flight will habitual- 
ly bulk at Ibis shot mid acknowledge 
their inability to rnaku It. 
• 


i'et once Its principle Is understood 


and the lesson learned tho dropping 
of ah overhead Incomer la as easy as' 
anytlilug can well be. The mUs is al- 
ways made by the sportsman shoot- 
ing under :md behind the bird, and 
there Is but one way in which the er- 
ror Is to be avoided. ' 
'To make the shot the gimner should 
wait until Hie bird Is about to puss 
over lilm, then, bringing up his gun, 
follow In from behind, cover the bird 
and swing In ahead of It and, main- 
taining the same-' rato of speed, press 
the trigger Ihe Instant the bird Is bid- 
den lx>!ilnd the barrels. Do not stop 
tho swing of Ihe gun and bo sure the j 
bjrd 
shall have disappeared 
from 


sight. 
If the shooter'will observe this' 


rule he will bo surprised how easily 
and Invariably be will kill his bird.- 
necreaUon. 


COMPRESSED, ICE. 


Sinks 
Into 


Will 


In Water and Crumble! 
Powder When Warmed. ' 


All know that ordinary ice will float. 


Tills relative lightness of Ice with re- 
spect to water Is duo to expansion of 
the water at the moment of freezing. 
1C water Is frozen under Immense 
pressure It seems tbat this: expansion 
IA prevented and kc. heavier than wa- 
ter la produced. . 


Q. Tamman has prepared this, modi- 


fication, which he calls-Ice III., as 
follows: He compressed water-to 3,000 
kilograms (6,014 pounds) and cooled 
'It in, solid carbon dioxide show and 
finally In liquid air. Under these con- 
ditions a colorless, transparent Ice la 
formed. It 13 much denser than ordi-, 
nary ice and heavier than water; con- 
ecquently It sinks when placed In wa- 
ter. Ice III. is very unstable, and on 
Blight warming it swells out and 
breaks up into a dense white powder. 
The .volume of the resulting powder 
is apparently four to eight times that 
of the original Ice. Tills powder form- 
ed by the breaking up of the dense 
form 13 nothing more than ordinary 
ice in the form of-flue crystals, which, 
of course, on further warming melt at 
rero degrees centigrade. 


Experiments on Ice III. show that It 


Is impossible to obtain 11 by separa- 
tion from water at atmospheric'pres- 
sure and then suddenly'cooling/There 
would never be a possibility of this 
unstable form of solid water being 
formed in nature.—New York Tribune.

In like manner the wing beatings of 
the larger birds are.dangerous if they 
strike the human head or face.

therefore, a'large bird Is in the habit' 
of making sudden turns to right or 
left In its flight It'must be Otted with 
a "wishbone" capable of withstanding 
the great strain of tho wing stroke on- 
the one side when unaccompanied bjj 
action on the other.

For this reason we find In'the eagle 


'and birds of Its class that turn quickly 
a furcula tbat is a .perfect llomau 
arch, widely at variance with, tho 
Gothic arch, which is the shape of the 
"wishbone" of our common fowls. The 
eagle's furculn is everywhere equally 
strong and hicks those points ot weak- 
ness that make our sport of breaking 
the "wishbone" possible.—Harper's 
Weekly. .
